Finding of the Chicago Court is Not 
Sustained—Judgment Reversed and 
the Case Sent Back For a New 
Trial — Conjecture 
as 
to 
the 
Reason. 
At Ottawa, 111., yesterday the Illi­ 
nois supreme court ruled in favor of 
the defendant in the case of Clifford 
P. Best vs. the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago & st. Louis lailroad. 
This 
involves the $12 .">00 
judgment al­ 
lowed by Judge Boggin of Chicago. 
The case will again be taken into 
theThieago courts by the plaintiff’s 
attorneys, WinaDS A Russell and E a­ 
ger Sc Noi cross. 
The plaintiff, it will be remembered, 
lost one of his legs and a portion of 
his remaining foot in a wreck five 
years ago a few miles from Indian­ 
apolis. 
After remaining in a hospital 
several weeks he recovered enough to 
allow his removal to his home in this 
city. 
The railroad company claimed he 
was riding without a locket and re­ 
fused to pay damages. 
Suit was thus 
commenced in the superior court at 
Chicago. 
The sum asked was $25,000 and the 
judgment was given for $12,500, 
The railroad company then took the 
case to the UU ’.ois court of appeals 
where the judgment was sustained. 
The last appeal was to the Illinois 
supreme court where the case has been 
hanging fire for several weeks. 
No details are given in the dispatch 
from Ottawa,which merely states that 
the finding has bsen reversed, and the 
case remanded for a new trial. 
Attor­ 
neys for the plaintiff are inclined to 
believe, however, that the reversal 
was criered on some defect In the in­ 
structions by the court to the jury, 
possibly a failure to submit acme essen­ 
tial question. 
It is not believed to involve any 
question as to the size of the judgment. 
This question cannot be raised under 
the Illinois practice after a case has 
passed the appellate court.
